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p R E F A C E. 


AVING conſidered that the Deſign of our Com- 
mon Grammar was excellently well adapted to the 
Capacity of Children ; but it being too tedious, and 
not laying before 'em the Foundation and Reaſons of the 
Rules, I thought it might not be amiſs to give a Clear 
Explication and Reſolution of em, OY to the Opi- 
nions of the moſt celebrated Grammarians, both Ancient 
and Modern. L | 
And in order to this, I have endeavoured to give ſuch 
Explication, without the Uſe of Philoſophical Terms, 
which only perplex, and leave things in a greater Obſcu- 
rity, than they firſt found em: But this bas been done 
by ſome Men, as if that Grammar did not open the Way 
to the Knowledge of the Arts and Sciences, but that 4 
| Man muſt be Maſter of them, before he can underſtand 
the firſt Principles of Grammar. " 
The Deſign of the Explication of the following Rules, 
in ſhort, is this; viz. that as to the Government of the 
Caſes, theſe are the conſtant Rules: That the Nomina- 
tive is always before the Verb, unleſs it be after a Verb 
Paſſive, or Subftantive, and ſo put in Appoſition 
with it: The Genitive is always the latter of Tue 
Subſtantives: The Dati ve always govern'd by Acqui- 
fition : The Accuſati ve always of a Verb, or Præpo- 
ſition : The Vocative is govern'd of nothing, but is al- 
ways knoun by ſpeaking, or calling to: And the Abla-

lative always of a Præpoſition, either expreſs' d, ap 
undenſtood. = 

And for the Confirmation of this, I bave the Opinion 
of Voſſius, Valla, Sanctius, and that excellent Critick 
Perizonius, in his Annotations upon bim, with ſeveral 
others ; but eſpecially the Oxford Grammar. _ 

T bave given their Opinions as large as the Smallneſs of | 
this Treatiſe would permit: And when they differ, I 
leave it to the Judgment of every impartial Reader. 

I cannot here forbear ſaying, I think it @ great Pre- 
judice to the Education of our Youth, for particular 
Perſons to lay a Scheme of their own Inventions ; which 
2s neither warranted by public Authority, nor advances 
any Thing, but what may be eaſily ſupply d to our Lilly's 
Grammar: Whether it be owing to Ignorance, or a par- 
ticular Talent of ſome Men, who fancy they know more 
than their Ability, or Parts will permit them, I will not 
determine. | 

But this I am poſitive of, that the moſt general Rules 
are contained in our Grammar, according to the Capacity 
of Youth ; and be, that cannot ſupply the Defefs of 
this, is not able to furniſh em with a better Syſtem of 
his own. At the ſame Time I will eaſily grant, that 1 
might be reduced into a far leſs Compaſs ; but till we have 
a better Authoris'a, I fee no Reaſon, why we may not 
ſubmit to this; eſpecially ſince the Removal of Youth 
from one School to another is, by a Multitude of different 
Grammars therein taught, a far greater Diſadvantage, 
than the Benefit they can receive from a particular Edu- 
cat ion.
